LONDON, Jan. 19.—In their con-| 
cluding article on conditions in Abys-} 
sinia, printed in the Westminster Ga-) 
gette, the two correspondents who!

“It is slavery in its worst form—| 
open, cruel, fiendish, unfettered by! 
European interference, and scarcely | 
discountenanced by the European 
foreign offices,” says the article. “The 
slave gangs are smaller than formerly, 
because the border districts are be- 
coming depopulated, but they cap be 
witnessed by any traveller. In South- 
ern Abyssinia there are to be seen! 
men chained together and women andj} 
children dragging themselyes painful-; 
Ty alongside them, many of them dy-| 
ing from exhaustion by the roadside.” 
* The correspondénts say they fear 
abolishing the 
slave system except by a demonstra- 
tion of European authority of physical 
force. They add, however, that the 
one thing possible is to prevent muni- 
tions reaching the Abyssinians, who 
possess millions of modern rifles but, 
little ammunition. 

“The French,” it is asserted, “are 
not enthusiastic about the armaments 
convention (signed by France, Great 
Britain and Italy in 1919), which they 
contend they only accepted owing to}
